SUMMARY OF BILL: Enhances sentences of a defendant convicted of
manufacture, delivery, sale, or possession with intent to manufacture, deliver
or sell of methamphetamine when: (1) a firearm is found on the premises; (2)
possession, transportation, or disposal of materials involved in manufacture
created a substantial risk to human health or safety or a danger to the
environment; (3) a person under the age of 13 was present during the
manufacturing process; or (4) the manufacturing was to take place or did take
place within 500 feet of a residence, place of business, church or school.

Assumption:

e 513 offenders will have sentences elevated by enhancement
factors for various offenses related to methamphetamine
ranging from Class E felony to Class B felony convictions.
